Worst Job 


InCanadian Politics 


KEVIN TAFT LOOKS BACK AT NEARLY FIVE TUMULTOUS YEARS 
AS LEADER OF THE ALBERTA LIBERAL PARTY

There are few more thankless jobs in Canadian politics than being the leader of the Opposition 
in Alberta. Tack on the additional baggage of being a Liberal in an openly hostile political climat: 
and you've got a job opening with precious few applicants. 

Edmonton-Riverview MLA Kevin Taft held that position for just under five years, a lifetime in 
Alberta politics. He led the party through two elections — one a qualified success, the other an 
unqualified disaster — and endured the slings and arrows of being in opposition in Alberta. Sounds 
like an awful job, but not to Taft, who announced recently that he would not run for re-election 

“This will sound weird to say, but in most ways | enjoyed the job,” Taft said in an interview look 
ing back on his years as leader. “It was so stimulating.” 

Taft, 55 next month, recalls his travels in Alberta as one of the positives of the job, visiting out 
of-the-way nooks and crannies of the province. His travels gave him a greater appreciation of the 
province, even if he didn’t get much appreciation from the province in return. 

Taft first made a name for himself in 1997 with the publication of Shredding the Public Interest 
a devastating critique of the Ralph Klein government. Klein didn’t take too kindly to the book

calling Taft a communist, an early hint of the 
PC's successful efforts to paint Tatt as a ivory 
tower academic. In 2000, Taft co-authored 
Clear Answers: The Economics and Politics of 
For-Profit Medicine, another book that did’ not 
endear him to the ruling party. 

In the 2001 election, Taft made his first foray 
into politics, winning Edmonton-Riverview for 
the Liberals. It was one of the few bright spots 
in that election, which saw the Liberals fall 
from 18 seats to seven, and end up saddled with 
a debt that would haunt the party to this day. 

After leader Ken Nicol stepped down, Taft 
won the leadership, just three years into his po- 
litical career. Seven months later, Klein called a 
snap election to catch the opposition parties off 
guard, It didn’t work the way the Tories hoped; 
the Liberals rose from seven seats to 16 as the 
Ralph Klein magic finally began to wear off. 

As MLA and even more as leader, Taft had to 
pick up the skills of a politician on the fly, skills 
which did not come naturally to him. 

“There's a set of skills that goes with politics; 
glad-handing, remembering people’s names, 
speaking off the cuff, wading into a crowd,” 
he recalls. “Those where skills | had to learn. 
It wasn’t part of my natural character to wade 
into a crowd and say ‘Hey, look at me’.” 

Highly educated (a BA and Mmaster’s degree 
in community development from the Univer- 
sity of Alberta, and a PhD in Business from the 
University of Warwick in England), Taft was 
regularly portrayed, both by the government 
and some openly hostile media members, as an 
elitist egghead, particularly compared to Klein, 
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the high school dropout and everybody's drink- 
ing buddy. 

“The Conservatives were effective and con- 
tinue to be effective at defining the public im- 
age of their opponents.” Taft laments. “They 
created an image of me of being out of touch 
with the ordinary person.” 

Taft compares politics to hockey. He recalls 
his return to hockey in an old-timers league 
in his 40s. In his first game, he was pushed 
around and had the puck stolen from him. 

“I thought, ‘that wasn’t very nice of him’. 
Then | realized, that’s just part of the game. 
If you're going to play hockey or football or 
whatever, you've got to expect bodychecks and 
slashes, because people are out to get you and 
you're out to get them. 

“If you're going to be in hockey, don’t be 
upset by bodychecks. If you're going to be in 
politics, don’t be upset by people calling you 
names. It’s just part of the game.” 

It’s vital to develop a thick skin if you're go- 
ing to survive in politics, Taft says. 

“One of the things I’ve learned is that I’m 
pretty good at not taking things personally. It 
just doesn’t get to me. Or at least, very little,” 
he says with a laugh. 

Taft worked hard at reshaping the party's im- 
age, but he wasn’t the first (and won't be the 
last) Alberta Liberal leader to be thwarted by 
being a Liberal in a Conservative province. 

Again using sports, Taft says asking Alber- 
tans to vote Liberal instead of PC is like asking 
an Eskimo fan to pull for the Stampeders. 

“It doesn’t matter if the Stampeders are more 


entertaining, win more games or are the bet- 
ter team. There is a loyalty to the Eskimos, 
and people just aren't going to cheer for the 
Stampeders. It’s a similar kind of thing in poli- 
tics. 

“The Conservatives have established them- 
selves as part of the identity of being Albertan. 
Voting Liberal is seen in many circles as being 
un-Albertan.” 

It's one thing to be subjected to abuse from 
the government, but it’s another to take it from 
the media. While Taft says the media coverage 
during campaigns was fair, he feels his party 
was shortchanged between campaigns. 

“The media culture in Alberta has fallen to 
the point where there is very little coverage for 
the opposition, and it’s very hard for the oppo- 
sition to gets its message out.” 

Taft admits that one of his frustrations with 
Albertans is that they “consistently vote against 
their best interests,” pointing to the deregula- 
tion of electricity, which he describes as “one 
of the most expensive public policy fiascos in 
Canadian history. 

“People hated deregulation, but over and 
over they keep voting for the very government 
that brought it in. So that kind of thing is very 
frustrating.” 

Did Taft believe he would ever be premier? 


He will admit that in the optimistic lead up to” 


the 2008 election, he felt there was a chance 
the Liberals could actually win, even though it 
was a “real stretch.” Without benefits of poll- 
ing, which left the party “flying blind,” Taft 
had to depend on small incidents, like the guy 
in Calgary who raced across a street to shake 


his hand, or the large crowds that came out to 
Liberal MLA events in Edmonton and Calgary 

Taft felt the Liberals had solid policies, a 
good slate of candidates, and ran a “decent 
2008 campaign considering it was run with an 
almost complete lack of funds. But the result, 
which saw the Alberta Liberals tumble from 
16 seats to nine, steamrolled by a nondescript 
Tory leader in Ed Stelmach, was devastating 

“To get so soundly defeated by a government 
that ran a campaign that was described in the 
media as a train wreck ... that was dishearten- 
ing to a lot of people. It was a real blow to the 
spirit of democracy in Alberta, because there 
was an appetite for change.” 

After the disaster of 2008, Taft took his time 
to think about his future. While some thought 
his resignation should have been immediate, in 
keeping with Nancy MacBeth’s resignation as 
Liberal leader following the 2001 election, Taft 
says his decision came about gradually. 

“I didn’t have a Trudeau walk in the snow- 
storm kind of moment,” Taft says, referring to 
Pierre Trudeau's resignation as federal Liberal 
leader. 

Some people told him to go, others pledged 
their loyalty if he stayed. Ultimately, though, it 
came down to having nothing left in the tank. 

“I didn’t know what more I could give,” he 
admits. “I didn’t have any more energy to give, 
as had (wife) Jeanette, who is so vital in this. 

“Hanging on wouldn't have made sense.” 

It's been a rocky ride, to be sure. But Taft is 
sanguine about the journey. 

“I’m not prone to bitterness. It was a big 
adventure.” :

Do you ever set out to have just an 
ordinary evening, meeting up with 
an old friend, then suddenly have it 
turn into a Time? You think it'll be 
draft beer and a pub clubhouse, but 
it turns into a lapful of real linen in 
a leather banquette, steadily on the 
way to too much wine and the un- 
flattering loss of self-consciousness 
it bodes. Something about the last 
few weekends of summer hurtling 
past makes you want to beat your in- 
hibitions’ brains out and get-a little 
extravagant in the process, don't it? 
Well, have I got a place for you. 

The occasion was a Friday after 
work and the random intersection 
of three old pals in a downtown wine 
bar. What could go wrong? Bless- 
edly little and all owing to the cheer- 
ful hospitality and many-flavoured 
splendour of Moriarty’s Bistro. Now 
| don't give a toss if summer ends. 

Why not? Because I’ve had a 
chance to eat peppery candied bacon 
with infant spears of spicy house- 
pickled asparagus ($9), a signature 
Moriarty’s item that makes you feel 
like you’re really making all the fat 
and nitrates count. Moriarty’s has 
a lot of appetizers like that, small 


bites that sound so intriguing you 
wouldn't want to begrudge yourself 
the chance to, you know, just taste it 
Crisp, thin slices of fried golden beet 
with a zesty avocado dip ($6) might 
also fall into that category for you, as 
it did us. : 

We were trying to go easy on the 
appetizers because we really wanted 
to work the entrée section of the 
menu. There was hazel nut mahi 
mahi ($24), coffee-crusted rack of 
lamb ($26) and root beer short ribs 
($23) to sample and we weren't go- 
ing to sacrifice gut-room to a cheese

Did I mention we also tried some 
wine? Moriarty’s boasts a regular 
wine list and an enosystem wine list, 
which seemed to involve providing 
wines decanted by the glass or bottle. 

The co-diner who 
is a lot smarter than me about such 
things ordered up the Burrowing Owl 
Syrah from the Okanagan, which 
I think he’s been making a study of 
lately, wine-wise, and it seemed to go 
with everything we ordered. 

Would you be surprised to know 
that when the entrees arrived they 
were quite beautiful? My short ribs 
lolled on a divan of mashed pota- 
toes imbued with coffee and por- 
cini mushrooms by a reflecting 


pool of reduction in which swam 
koi coloured teardrops of ein and 
cumin-glazed beet.

We decided our individual plates 
were too good to keep to ourselves 
and did our best to divvy our eats 
three ways.

featured flesh was ideally cooked

REFUGEE SHIP A TEST FOR CANADA 





The arrival on Canadian waters of some 
450 would-be refugees from Sri Lanka has 
reopened the debate about how Canada 
accepts refugees. 

Last week, the MV Sun Sea was brought 
onto Canadian shores under RCMP and 
Canadian Navy escort. The ship was packed 
with refugees from Sri Lanka seeking asylum 
from that country, which only a year ago 
ended its 26-year-long civil war with the vic- 
tory of the majority Sinhalese over the Tamil 
minority. The war took some 70,000 lives, 
and Amnesty International says 80,000 Sri 
Lankans remain in refugee camps. Now, a 
tiny number of those refugees have arrived 
in Canada after enduring a perilous journey 
from their home country off the southern 
tip of India. 

When Vietnamese boat people arrived 
on Canadian shores in the 1980s, we, for the 
most part, welcomed them. But these are 
very different times. 

Canada is a nation of immigrants, 
famously open to oppressed people. We 
cannot, out of simple human decency, 
simply turn the ship back. But while we as 
anation sympathize with the plight of the 
refugees, the circumstances of their arrival 
raises a number of important questions, and 
seriously drains our reservoir of goodwill. 

First, this was not a ragtag flotilla of 
desperate, courageous people. The Sun Sea 
is a retrofitted cargo ship, redesigned for 
maximum human cargo. Clearly, there is big 
money behind this operation, and the Tamil 
Tigers — considered a terrorist group by 
Canada —is likely behind it. The govern- 
ment estimates the operation could have 
netted the Tigers $25 million, and there are 
concerns that some of the money could 
have come from Tamils living in Canada, 


Canada is known as a soft touch when 
it comes to illegal immigrants, with loose 
guidelines and very generous benefits to 
those who find their way here. Canada is 
committed to the long process of checking 
on their stories to ensure they are legitimate 
refugees, which could takes months or 
years, while sheltering, feeding and caring 
for them. The cost will certainly run into the 
millions, while smugglers reaps the profits. 
Canada, it appears, is being played for 
chumps by human smugglers. 

The Tamil refugees put the government 
ina tricky spot. By allowing the refugee 
claimants, is Canada giving human smug- 
glers the green light to send even more boat 
loads of desperate human cargo to Canada’s 
waiting arms? And what do we say to the 
thousands of refugee applicants who have 
played by the rules and are waiting in line 
for their chance to make their plea? More 
importantly, who funded the operation? 

So what to do? When Australia faced a 
flood of boat people landing on its shores, it 
implemented the Pacific Strategy. Refugee 
applicants were intercepted at sea, and their 
claims were heard at processing centres 
on remote islands. With the prospects of 
successful refugee status looking bleak, the 
number of boat people dropped from more 
than 5,500 in 2001 to just one the next year. 
But the program has since been dropped. 

A Pacific Strategy for Canada would be 
draconian right now. But Canada can't just 
sit by and do nothing. The smugglers, be 
they Tamil Tigers or just organized criminals, 
are testing Canada. How Canada responds 
will be a stern test of our compassion and 
willingness to aid refugees, without ap- 
pearing to be the easy marks of the western 
world.

1 don’t normally traffic in rumours. 
Being a long-time professional jour- 
nalist, I prefer to report facts as op- 
posed to speculation. 

That is, unless the rumours are 
really juicy, and seem to have some 
plausibility. 

For example, some time ago I 
heard a rumour that Edmonton's fig- 
ure skating darlings, Jamie Sale and 
David Pelletier, were splitsville. (It is 
acceptable to use a hokey term like 
‘splitsville’ only when referring to fa- 
mous people.) This was well before 
their separation was announced, so I 
felt quite like I was part of the elite 
inner-circle of Edmonton, or at least 
on the outer edge of the periphery. 
But I also heard the rest of the story 
which involves another E€dmon- 
ton celebrity, which I won't reveal 


because it's just salacious gossip. I 
suspect it is true, however, because 
I heard it from someone who talked 
to someone who knew a person who 
overhead someone who knew some- 
one who knew the whole story. And 
you can take that to the bank. 

But honestly, I don’t really care 
about celebrity gossip, or what pass- 
es for celebrities in Edmonton. 

But political gossip? Bring it on, 
baby. 

Last week, I picked up a couple of 
interesting tidbits in conversations 
with friends from my political life. 
One of them sounds true, the other 
unlikely, but with a whiff of truth 
about it. 

First, the one that sounds true: 
former Liberal MLA, Calgary's Dave 
Taylor, may join the Wildrose Alli- 
ance. 

Taylor, as you may recall (or may 
not, since it was a one-day wonder) 
quit the Alberta Liberals because he 
said he did not have any confidence 
in Leader David Swann. That's cer- 
tainly true, but the fact is that Taylor, 
whose ego could fill the Saddledome, 
had never gotten over losing the Lib-

If true, this could be a coup for the 
WAP. The Wildrosies are still seen 
as too right wing, particularly when 
it comes to social issues. Taylor is so 
far to the left of the Wildrose rank 
and file he might not even be in the 
same time zone, but bringing a liber- 
al into the fold expands the Wildrose 
tent, and gives them another MLA in 
the Legislature. I will say this about 
Taylor — he's a good performer in the 
Leg, and the media loves a politician 
who speaks in sound bites. I can see 
Smith announcing Taylor's joining 
the Wildrose just before the start of 
the legislature session in October, to 
steal the headlines. — 

So, on the rumour rating scale, I'd 
give this one three out of five. Five 
what, I don’t know.

Sexy, Aggravating, Improbable Montreal

Edmonton doesn't appear to be in any 
danger of becoming more like Mon- 
treal, which a recent visit has con- 
vinced me is the first place I’d want 
to bring a non-Canadian if I wanted 
to show off how cool Canada is. But 
then, Montreal seems like such an 
improbable place, the happenstance 
product of numerous cultures, con- 
flicting impulses and flat-out contra- 
dictions grinding against each other 
for three centuries, that emulation is 
completely impossible. There are lots 
of cities that offer 24-7 diversions, 
but not many that look so gorgeously 
dishevelled in the next morning. 
Traditional and modern, old and 
new world, international and fiercely 


regional, unwashed bohemian and 
working class seem to collide on 





of paradoxes as perplexing as the 
foundational notion that a breezily 
corrupt-yet-egalitarian 
society requires a lot of esoteric rules 


laissez-faire, 


— and a notoriously scary police 
force — to hold it together. The un- 
relentingly sexy, unrelentingly ag- 
gravating nature of Montreal puts 
the lie to the international image of 
Canada as peaceable, prosaic and 
fundamentally dull, just as it defies 
replication. 

So while Montreal seems like a 
rare, irreproducible result on the 
map of Canada, one can always ab- 
stract a few ideas that would make 
cities like our own a little friendlier, 
more inhabitable and maybe even 
more sustainable. Make of the fol- 
lowing suggestions what you will. 

1. Practical bilingualism: 
Quebec gets a lot of bad press for its 
oppressively pro-French language 
laws, but the way bilingualism plays 
out in real-world Montreal is a great 
model of acknowledgement and 
accommodation. Granted, if your 
French is really abysmal, franco- 
phones will insist on their haphazard 
English rather than to have to listen 
to you, but I think there’s something 
valuable to be gained from having 
to risk embarrassment and com- 
municate outside your comfort zone 
on_a daily basis. And it is one of our 





nation’s official languages, after all. 
Would it be so terrible to have to use 
a little bit of it once in a while? 

ym Bixi: Already way ahead 
of us in terms of civically endorsed 
bicycling culture with dedicated bike 
lanes along major thoroughfares, 
the City of Montreal has instituted 
a public bike-sharing system called 
Bixi that's well worth emulating, 
even with the slightly shorter cycling 
season found locally. All over town

LOCAL HORROR FESTIVAL THRIVES 
BY GIVING TRUE FANS OF THE GENRE 
WHAT THEY WANT, WITH THIS LINEUP 
AND THROUGHOUT THE YEAR

You're dozing off in your tent when the hock- 
ey-masked serial killer rips through the door 
and cinches you tight inside your sleeping bag 
before dragging you into the woods. 

Your screams for help are muffled and hope- 
less, and suddenly the gut-wrenching feeling 
of fear is replaced by the sensation of zero 
gravity. 

Then, CRACK! 

If there were any witnesses they would have 
heard your skull cave-in against the gnarly tree 
trunk sounding like an axe thunking into a wet 
log. 

For you this is the worst camping trip ever. 

For Derek Clayton it’s one of the best horror 
movie kills of all time. 

“One of my favourite’s is the sleeping bag 
scene from Friday The 13th (Part 7) where he 
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Derek Clayton and Kevin Martin Re-Animate local horror aficionados with their annual DEDfest festival, as well as monthly screenings at Metro Cinema.| CRAIG JANZEN 


(Jason) picks up the girl in the sleeping bag 
and proceeds to beat her against a tree,” Clay- 
ton, one of the organizers of DEDfest says. 

As far as horror goes, Clayton and his coun- 
terpart Kevin Martin know their stuff. And 
from Aug. 19-21 fans of the grotesque genre 
can see their curatorial prowess in action when 
DE€Dfest, Edmonton's only horror film festival, 
takes over the Meyer Horowitz Theatre. 

In its third year, DEDfest is offering up a six- 
pack of terror that is as varied as it is shock- 
ing. 

Tom Six’s ass-to-mouth-romp The Human 
Centipede (First Sequence) will get things roll- 
ing Thursday night, followed by Noboru Igu- 
chi and Yoshihiro Nishimura’s bloody Mutant 
Girl Squad. 

Friday's fare includes Jaume Balagueré and 
Paco Plaza’s REC 2 followed by Stuart Gor- 
don’s necromantic classic Re-Animator just in 
time for the film’s 25th anniversary. 

Black Death, starring Sean Bean (Lord of 
the Rings Trilogy, National Treasure) and the 
2010 remake of Meir Zarchi’s brutal rape re- 





venge flick I Spit on Your Grave will round off 
the event Saturday night. 

The organizers’ love affair with the genre be- 
gan at an early age. 

Martin, who grew up in a strict military 
household, remembers having to sneak out 
to his friend's house to watch his first horror 
flick: Stephen King and George A. Romero's 
Creepshow. After that he was hooked, but get- 
ting his fix had its challenges. 

“My parents were really strict, I couldn't 
tell them where I was or why I was nervous 
to go downstairs, because Jason was going to 
get me,” Martin says. “I kind of conquered my 
fears when I was 10 or 11, because that’s when I 
got into figuring out how they did all that (spe- 
cial effects), who are the directors, who are the 
make up artists, and once I got into that I re- 
ally embraced all this stuff.” 

“€mbraced” might be an understatement; he 
makes a living off it. 

When Martin isn’t DJing at Filthy McNasty’s 
on Whyte Ave., he can be found running his 
cult and alternative movie shop, The Lobby, 


he reig

tends to present organizations that want to 
grow,” Clayton says about tt hallenges of 
securing funding for the event that received 
international attention in 2008 after hosting 
the Canadian premier of B-movie luminary 
3ruce Campbell’s My Name Is Bruce 

The premiere put Edmonton on the map 
(thanks to over 100,000 hits on the festival’s 
web site) alongside other major genre festivals 
including Toronto After Dark and Montreal’s 
Fantasia 

Unfortunately, the government's tight purse 
strings have remained closed to the pair, who 
has missed valuable opportunities as a result 


This year they had the chance to host Stu- 


art Gordon, the director of Re-Animator, who 
is touring in support of the films 25th anni 
versary. Unfortunately for the pair, who runs 


DEDfest on their own dime, they could notaf 
ford the director's honorarium and Montreal's 
Fantasia festival scooped him up instead 

“It's fine to have the Fringe, it’s fine to have 
the FolkFest and all these festivals going on, but 
we need to promote our underground scene if 
we're truly going to match what other cities 
have to offer, and we're falling way behind in 
that as far as I’m concerned,” Clayton says. 

According to Clayton, the only reason the 
festival is surviving is the ravenous horror 
And those 
fans don't just show up once a year for DED- 


fans that call Edmonton home 


fest: they pack Metro Cinema every month for 
D€Dsploitation, a genre film screening also 
hosted by Clayton and Martin. 

“My favourite had to be The Thing, a movie 
from 1982 that is readily available on DVD 
anywhere, you could probably buy it for $5,” 
Clayton says about his favourite DEDsploita- 
tion screening. “People flooded to the cinema 
to see a really grainy off-colour print, and they 
sold-out the place and we had to turn people 
away because they wanted to see it in a com- 
munal setting with a group and that was awe- 
some.” 

Clayton and Martin chock the success up to 
their philosophy of making a movie a full on 
experience instead of the usual popcorn and 
soda affair we've come to accept. 

And when they say an experience they don’t 
mean showing a movie in 3D. 

Instead, theatre companies should take a few 
ideas from organizations like Secret Cinema in 
London, says Clayton. When the Secret Cin- 
ema presented Blade Runner, they recreated 
the streets of Los Angeles 2019 on a London 
wharf complete with a warehouse full of strip 
clubs, snake vendours and acrobats perform- 
ing scenes from the movie.

Film Borrows From Horror's Classic Crypt

A modern retelling of H.P. Love- 
craft's short story, Re-Animator is a 
reinterpretation of the Frankenstein 
myth that has itself become a clas- 
sic. It may arguably be one of the 
best cinematic renditions of Mary 
Shelley's book, with the focus finally 
placed upon the angst of the often- 
overlooked doctor. The brilliant per- 
formance of Jeffery Combs as Dr. 


Herbert West perfectly captures the 
pathos of the character with a whim- 
sical blend of madness and callous 
logic. 

The main story is centred on Dan 
Cain, an innocent medical student 
who is at a critical crossroads as 
he nears the completion of medical 
school. Fortunately his new room- 
mate Herbert West is there to drag 
Dan towards scientific gnosis with 
the introduction of a new serum. 
This is the antibody to the disease of 
death and the genesis of zombies in 
the film. 

The backbone of the film is not the 
plot, or even its main character, but 
rather the chess match between the 
egos of the two villains. The fanciful 


ideals of antiquity are personified by 
Dr. Herbert West, and the clashing 
totalitarian authority of modern sci- 
ence by faculty member Dr. Hill (Da- 
vid Gale). Their duel for scientific 
discovery and infamy is at the heart 
of the story. 

There is a palpable sense of hu- 
mour underscoring the film, and 
the ridiculousness of it all is greatly 
enhanced by the ridiculous use of 
gore. The surreal violence found in 
1980s horror films is epitomized in 
this production that uses 24 gallons 
of blood (literally — according to the 
director’s production notes). 

But fundamentally, Re-Animator 
is transcends the horror genre to be- 
come an exploration of the fantasy

Pop-cultural references to lobot-

The drive to wield the power of a 
god is essential to every Frankenstein 
story, but it is the fast-paced action 
quick wit, and theatrical elements of 
this film that gives Re-Animator ar 
honourable mention among horro:

The most controversial film playing 
at DEDfest this year has been called 
such names as, “heaven for devo- 
tees of four-star torture porn and 
zero-star hell for everyone else,” on 
sites like Rotten Tomatoes. Roger 
Ebert said the director, Tom Six, is “a 
Dutch director whose previous two 
films average four out of 10 on the 
IMDb.com scale, which is a score so 
low very few directors attain it.

Ulric’s warriors, round out a really 
exceptional cast 

Having praised the class of the 
production, it’s not all Masterpiece 
Theatre and PBS style. Sebastian 
Edschmid, who shot The Last Sta- 
tion (2009) photographs with a 
hand-held, almost documentary style 
that makes the whole thing come in-

tensely alive. 

Brutally realistic battle scenes that 
are graphic but not gratuitous make 
the film a much more visceral expe 
rience than a Sunday night British 
drama. 

The atmospheric locations, shot 
in Brandenburg and Saxony-Anhalt 
Germany add an appropriate forest- 
based, marshy, medieval feeling to 
the production. Costuming and art 
direction are also of the sweat-and 
grunge-mixture-of-ancient-and- 
modern school. Christian Henson's 
music is sparse but evocative and 
effective. 

Oddly, the other films that it brings 
to mind are Dog Soldiers (2002), the 
Neil Marshall-directed film of anoth 
er ensemble British cast of military 
types in a forest battling a (possibly) 
supernatural force and Deer Hunter 
(1978) for the excellence of acting 
and the prisoner-of-war scenes 

Both directing by Smith and script 
by Dario Poloni are way above aver- 
age, exploring Inquisition-type re- 
ligious belief, tyranny, power, poli 
tics, the causes of the plague, while 
remaining tantalizingly ambiguous 
about presenting any final conclu 
sions to the viewer. We're never quite 
sure» whether actual supernatural 
events are taking place or we're see 
ing it all as interpreted through the 
belief-systems of the young monk. 

It’s just a very exciting, thought 
provoking and extremely well-made 
picture for any genre.

character. 

The introduction of two detectives,

film is also something of a distrac- 
tion though it at least speaks to the 
general heartlessness and glacial im- 
partiality of the big outside world. 

Since the characters are a German 
doctor, a Japanese man, and two 
American girls, there might be some 
echo of the Second World War in the 
character relationships, though that 
might be stretching it. Whatever, 
Human Centipede (First Sequence) 
is an unsettling film the viewer won't 
easily forget.

Get Low is an odd little film. While 
there is nothing outwardly wrong 
about it — and a whole lot that is 


| right — the end result in just not par- 


ticularly satisfying. 

The film is loosely on the real life 
story of Felix Bush (Robert Duvall), 
a cantankerous, even dangerous old 
coot who lives a hermit's life in 1930s 
Tennessee. He harbours a secret that 
he has kept for decades, an event so 
scarring that it led him to his solitary 
existence. 

Upon reading of the death of an 
old acquaintance, Bush decides to set 
up his funeral — which will be held 
when's he’s alive, and around to hear 
what people think of him. He also 
wants to use the corpse-less funeral 
to get something off his chest. 

To set up the funeral, Bush recruits 
a slightly seedy undertaker Frank 
Quinn (Bill Murray), whose busi- 
ness is hurting because there just 
aren't enough people dying in his 
neck of Tennessee. (Chicago, Quinn

how to die.) His assistant Buddy (Lu- 
cas Black) becomes Bush's minder, 
driving him around to see people 
from his past and gradually getting 
to know the ornery old coot. 

While Bush is a hermit, he's not 
entirely antisocial. He's sweet on 
Mattie (Sissy Spacek), the late sister 
of a married woman he loved years 
ago who is central to the mystery 
of what's plagued Bush for lo these 
many years. 

(Actually, it’s not much of a mys- 
tery; the opening shot of the film is 
a house burning to the ground. Only 
the details are missing.) 





great, and always worth watching 

Like Duvall, Murray tends to play 
variations of the Bill Murray we've 
come to know and love, and in Get 
Low he plays it low-key. And Sissy 
Spacek, as always, radiates kindness 
and warmth; she and Duvall have a 
lovely, old-person-chatting about 
the-past scene together. 

So the actors are in place, and 
the movie is made with care and at 
tention to period detail. And yet, it 
doesn’t quite click. The film moves 
slowly, finding its rhythm early and 
never deviating from it. 

Since the gist of Bush's “secret” is 
given away in the opening frames,

Hugh Hefner had six seasons of his 
own reality show to weave together 
a nuanced personal narrative and 
provide guided access to his inner 
sanctum. 

Make no mistake, Hugh Hefner: 
Playboy, Activist, Rebel is no retread 
of The Girls Next Door. According 
to filmmaker and long-time friend 


scene has seemingly erased his early 
accomplishments as a countercul- 
tural icon. 

Most of the documentary’s 90 
minutes are spent on the early years 
of Hefner's career, beginning with 
the genesis of Playboy magazine and 
moving through key moments which 
defined his early, and acute, social 
and political agenda. It’s clear Hefner 
was deeply invested in the sub-cul- 
tural politics of a turbulent moment 
in American history.

War to marijuana to gay issues, abor- 
tion, freedom of speech.” 

Hefner's 50-year career is whittled 
down to a scant two hours — this 
from a rough initial cut of more than 
seven and a half 

“As a filmmaker,” she says, “I 
made choices and I wanted to show 
a different kind of Hefner than we've 
seen before. He’s a very, very com- 
plex individual.” 

Berman takes a careful approach 
in her filmmaking, layering together 
first-hand accounts from friends and 
detractors, archival media clips, and 
news coverage. Hefner himself, in a 
revealing touch, adds his own per- 
sonal scrapbooks to the cause. The 
stories, woven together, provide a 
unique and personal prism on the 
cultural revolution 

It’s a joltingly fresh encounter. Ber- 
man says her attempt at preserving 
the mysteriousness of Hefner for 
audiences is often successful. At a 
screening at UCLA last year, she re- 
lays, “there were a lot of young peo- 
ple who absolutely love it. They were 
surprised, amazed and delighted and 
truly enjoyed the fact that there is 
so much information presented in 


an entertaining way, which allowed | | 
them to see someone that they saw | 


in one light in another light.” 


However, there is a fundamental | 


ambivalence inscribed in the film 
that disturbs critics. 

“They want me to vilify him,” she 
says, “and then they might be happy, 
or they want me to throw a lot of dirt 
out, and then they might be happy 
But to show the activist side, how he 


has influenced the world, there are | 


very few that have embraced that.” 

Most critics, however, remain dis- 
tant onlookers: only a handful of 
Hefner's detractors appear in the 
film. Susan Brownmiller fills in for 
Gloria Steinem, who declined to ap- 
pear on camera, as the needed femi- 
nist counterweight. 

Brownmiller, explains Berman, 
“sees him as the devil. She can't 
stand him. She does not accept that 
he’s been an activist. She feels that 
he treats women as sexual objects, 
and he makes them look like ani-

Berman adds, “even though he has 
a lot of people around him, he’s alone.

Decoding Hefner, ultimately, is 
left in the viewer's hands. Berman is 
careful to step away from providing 
definitive summaries of Hefner, his 
relationships or his career. 

“You have to allow the complex in- 
dividual to remain rnysterious, other- 
wise you put them in a narrow box,” 
she explains. “And unfortunately, 
a lot of people would like to do that 
with Hefner.”

“It was the last song Bill ever 
sang,” Vaughan says from his home 
in Austin, Texas. Willis, who had 
been a member of Vaughan’s band 
for about 15 years, died in hospital 
earlier this year, a few weeks after 
the recording which appears on Jim- 
mie Vaughan Plays, Blues, Ballads & 
Favorites. 

“He was 78 years old,” Vaughan 
says. “But he was a young 78, if you 
know what I mean.” 

Vaughan headlines the first night 
of the Edmonton Labatt Blues Festi- 
val Friday in the outdoor amphithe- 
atre at Hawrelak Park 

His younger brother Stevie Ray 
once said he played about 80 per 
cent of what he could play, while his 
older brother, Jimmie, played maybe 
played one per cent. “He can play 
anything.” 


Though his parents were not mu 
sicians, they loved to dance and the 
Vaughan household was always filled 
with the incredibly 
heritage of Texas including Mexican 


rich musical 
music, blues, jazz, country and west- 
ern and western swing. When their 
parents’ friends came to their house 
on Saturday nights to play dominoes 
some brought along guitars 

Vaughan remembers one of the 
friends in particular, a man with a 
beautiful hollowbody Gibson electric 
with his name “Leonard” inlaid into 
the fingerboard in mother-of pearl 

“One night he showed me how to 
play Chuck Berry songs in the key of 
€,” Vaughan said. “I was about 10.” 

That was it 


he was hooked and 


soon Stevie, four years his junior, 


would join him for hours in his bed- 





room as they listened to his growing 
collection of 45s. “I saved up my 
lunch money to buy them,” he says. 


Vaughan was playing in bands by 


his teens and recalls meeting and 


watching some of the greatest blues 
players of the day. 

“I remember seeing Jimi Hendrix 
and all | thought was that he was 
playing like Muddy Waters, only a lot 
louder.” 

Vaughan, himself the parent of 
two grown children and six-year-old 
twins who can be heard playing in 
the background as he talks over the 
phone, says his mom was a secretary 
and his dad worked with asbestos in- 
sulation 

“They always encouraged me,” he 
says. “My dad told me he didn’t want 
me to have the same kind of job he 
did.” 

By the mid-1970s he founded The 
Fabulous Thunderbirds with singer 
and harmonica player Kim Wilson 
and as the house band at the legend-

ary Antone’s nightclub in Austin, 
he jammed with most of the greats 
including B.B. King, Buddy Guy, Wa- 
ters and Albert King 

After eight albums and world 
tours, he left the group in 1979 and 
recorded Family Style with Stevie 

Only weeks before the record 
was released, however, the younger 
Vaughan died in a helicopter crash 
20 years ago this month. 

Jimmy continued to play guitar ev- 
eryday — in addition to working on 
his beloved hot rods — but the devas- 
tated elder brother essentially with- 
drew into his grief for three years 
until joining his friend Eric Clapton 
in a series of concerts at the Royal 
Albert Hall in London. A hugely suc- 
cessful concert on the PBS show on

him as a capable lead singer with a 
spare, but innovative style on his 
weathered Stratocaster. He has since 
toured to wide audiences, appeared 
with Clapton at his Crossroads Fes- 
tivals and produced award winning 
albums, while being a doting father 
and vintage car fanatic. 

He says he loves his family, playing 
the guitar, performing, recording and 
working on cars. “I'm just like a little 
kid in a lot of ways.” 

If his Edmonton audience is lucky 
it will hear one of the newer genera- 
tion blues masters put his own style 
on some of the old songs, just as he 
does on his recordings 

“I take the songs and I have to 
make them my own,” he says with a

In 1998, Carrol Deen and her broad- 
caster husband Cam Hayden, had 
a dream — to start up a local mu- 
sic festival dedicated purely to the 
“Blues and Nothin’ but the Blues.” 
After only two seasons, the event 
had gained the moniker of “West- 
ern Canada’s Premiere Blues Event.” 
In 2008, the Blues Foundation in 
Memphis, Tenn., an international 
organization established to preserve, 
support and ensure the future of the 
blues and the celebration of its excel- 
lence, honoured the festival with its 
Keeping the Blues Alive award — the 
only such event in Canada to ever be 
accorded that accolade. 

The start up year (1999) proved to 
be a bit inauspicious. In Hayden's 
words: “The time was right and we 
jumped on the opportunity. With all 
your good intentions and optimism 
and the feeling that it had to work, 
you sort of jump in there with both 
feet and then you get slapped with a 


little bit of cold reality.” 

Hayden admits that the first few 
years were somewhat of a financial 
struggle. Looking back over the 
scope of the festival’s history, Hayden 
admits that no one year stands out as 
being particularly outstanding. 

“I think every year we say that this 
one’s our best yet,” says Hayden. 
Whenever you put one of these 
things together, you always try to im- 
prove on what you did the last time 
out.” 

This summer will be the 12th an- 
niversary and will feature the stron- 
gest lineup ever. Friday's performers 
will include Monkey Junk, Candye 
Kane and Jimmie Vaughan. Tom 
Rigney and Flambeau, The Twist- 
ers, Henry Gray and the Cats, Super 
Chikan and the Fighting Cocks as 
well as Rod Piazza and the Mighty 
Flyers will be filling out Saturday’s 
roster. Sunday's extremely strong 
programme will feature Bob Broz- 
man, James Harman and Steve Ko- 
zak, Boogie Woogie Blowout with 
Mitchell Woods and His Rocket 88s, 
Honey Piazza and Caroline Dahl, 
and The Willie “Big Eyes” Smith Big 
Band with Special Guest Bob Margo- 
lin. The closing act will be the Curtis 
Salgado Big Band. 

Salgado is this year’s Blues Mu- 
sic Awards winner as the Best Soul 





Blues Vocalist. 


Several years ago 
he became the inspiration for The 
Blues Brothers movie and is one of 
the rare individuals to have survived 
a medical diagnosis of terminal liver 
cancer. Although his father exposed 
him to music at an early age, Salgado 
is essentially self-taught in all that he 
does — singing, harmonica, piano 
His secret? “You play around with so 
many musicians and I have no fear at 
all asking how this works and what's 
going on. . . . If I don’t know, I'll ask 
and memorize it,” says Salgado. “| 
can hear how stuff goes.” 

Being so important to the blues 
scene is huge for Salgado, yet no 
matter the height of his stardom, he 
is looking forward to playing Edmon- 
ton. ; 

“This is big stuff for us. Everyone 
in my band is really looking forward 
to this. It is THE gig everyone's talk- 
ing about.” The CBC will be record- 
ing Salgado’s set for future broad- 
cast. 

Cam Hayden believes that one of 
the biggest reasons for the past and 
current success of the Blues Festival 
is because “[w]e do have very much 
a listening audience and a paying at- 
tention audience at the festival be- 
cause there's really no distractions. 
That brings out [the artists’] very 
best performances.”

After Michael Jackson died suddenly 
of cardiac arrest on June 25, 2009, 
the comparisons between him and 
Elvis Presley in the media were im- 
mediate and inevitable. Even though 
many performers have made careers 
pushing their bodies and voices to du- 
plicate the dance moves and singing 
Style of the late King of Pop when he 
was still alive, it seemed pop culture 
Was waiting to see if a cultural trib- 
ute movement similar to Elvis would 
happen among the generation raised 
on the moonwalk. 





Dancer and singer Kenny Wizz, 
who has performed Michael Jackson 
tributes for over 25 years and will be 
bringing this chameleonic talent to 
the stage at the River Cree Casino 
this Friday in The Michael Jackson 
Experience Live, has seen the heart 
of Elvis Presley phenomena while 
living and working in Las Vegas. He 
believes cultural history might repeat 
itself but warned the path blazed by 
performers like him may still be 
rocky for newcomers wanting to do 
Jackson. 

“Tam a big Elvis fan and I have 
known many Elvis impersonators 
over the years, and they are a differ- 
ent breed from any other (perform- 
er),” he says. “At times, it got to be 
abnormal but I looked at how Elvis 
impersonators did it for years and 
then when (Jackson died), | knew 
something like this would happen. 
There would be people coming out 


of the woodwork who would do this 
either the right way or the wrong 
way.” 

For Wizz, the role of Micheal Jack- 
son, or any celebrity impersonation, 
is to be approached as a theatrical 
role that exists only on stage. Even 
when his face is made up to show the 
pale look Jackson had in his later ca- 
reer or he is wearing costumes simi- 
lar to what Jackson wore during the 
Dangerous tour in the early 1990s, 
Wizz always introduces himself to 
the audience, and not as Jackson. 

“No one will ever be exactly as Mi- 
chael Jackson, no matter how hard 
you try,” he says. “I try to do my 
interpretation of Michael Jackson. 
to be the bridge to the real person. I 
just feel it's better to show a side of 
yourself along with it. I give them 
a glimpse here and there and incor-

| Japan's heaviest, hungriest, hardest 


hitting band doesn’t use skull sym- 
bols, sinister logos or other infernal 
apparel to capture their essence — 
they would rather be symbolized by 
a simply soft, rosy hue. 

“There is no color besides pink 
which leaves such totally different 
impressions on people, so | thought 
pink was perfect for (representing) 
our sound,” said Boris drummer and 
front man Atsuo Mizuno of the shade 
that the band named its most adored 
album after, a disc containing many 


| songs the trio will shred through at 
| the Starlite on Friday, Aug. 20. 


“I felt so much incongruity with 
the color of pink — the absorption, 
emptiness, and gravitation of such a 
frivolous colour,” says Mizuno. 

He says such clashing contrasts 
ignite the very sparks that fuel their 
every song. 

“I can't feel reality if there is no 
incongruity, no absurd clashes. To 
me reality is sort of a pleasure and

incongruity is a part of pleasure too,” 
he says of the rivetingly strange sep- 
arations in life that the band tried to 
mirror by giving one of their edgiest 
albums such a supple title. 

“Since it is so unnecessary to think 
about — something very seriously in 
this modern and convenient world, 
the times where we try to think about 
unidentified, strange things are in- 
frequent, and this is very important,” 
says Mizuno. 

Mizuno first longed to bring his 
rigid lifestyle to that euphoric edge as 
a boy in Tokyo. Somewhere amongst 
all the academic pressures and stiff- 
ness of his daily routine he discoy- 
ered the grinding guitar riffs of the 
Melvins’ earliest albums, and from 
then on he felt compelled to shake 
the rest of the world awake with his 
own blistering rhythms. 

He began playing with bassist 
Takeshi, guitarist Wata, and named 
their band after the Melvins’ longest 
song, a nearly 10-minute churning 
opus that details “a master of mime” 
named Boris who takes on any and 
all demonic shapes — all this from 
grunge artists renowned for their 
lean, knee jerk spurts of songs. 

Mizuno’s new trio released their 
first album, Absolutego, in 1996 on 
the Japanese indie label Fangs Anal 
Satan. Over the next decade Boris 
reaped critical acclaim and a small 
but strong following from metal en- 






thusiasts in North America, despit: 
the fact that few of those new fans 
could understand any of Mizuno 

lyrics. The drummer said that's a 
challenge he’s more than willing take 
on. 

“Personally I think music for a 
musician or song writer should be a 
certain way of (finding) ‘pleasure of 
sound,” Mizuno says. “The sound 
— that is pleasurable for (the artist 
can be another pleasure for listeners 
Times are tough and there is very few 
we can trust in general, but | think 
(that) feeling ... is worth trusting 
Hopefully we would be able to share 
that with listeners (through rhythm) 
more than an actual language.” 

That passionate longing for a vis 
ceral connection was obvious to crit 
ics, who also hailed bands’ endless 
eclecticism as they shifted from the 
thickly droning experimental doom 
metal of Absolutego, to the leanly 
punky Heavy Rocks in 2002, to the 
more melodic Pink, one of three 
Boris releases in 2005 alone. But 
Mizuno said those sonic shifts were 
far from calculated — it’s merely the 
sound of a band swept up in the flow 
of their inspiration. 

“Change itself is not our main aim 
at all, we just follow what we can to 
feel pleasure,” he says. “Repeating 
‘change’ too much would be very 
boring — we're just chasing a vivid 
pleasure of sound.” _

“He just had talent in so many dif 
ferent ways, from his vocals to his 
dancing,” says Wizz. “He had every 
thing and he was intricate and flashy 
and he knew how to put it all togeth- 
er into one pot. 

“There was an energy Jackson de- 
livered in his shows and people want 
to experience it even more now thal 
the gentleman is not with us. There 
is more of a demand for that exper! 
ence now that they can’t get it from 
the original person anymore.”

An instrumental metal band like 
Red Sparowes uses multiple guitars 
to harmonize with synthesizers and 
keyboards, weaving poetic fabrics 
within heavy bass lines. Without us- 
ing words, these Los Angeles musi- 
cians let their instruments do the 
singing, and boy can they wail. 

“It's something like mood music, 
but that actually makes it sound like 
is used for yoga or something,” 
guitarist Andy Arahood says while 
laughing over the phone from Holly- 
wood. “Our sound used to be heavi- 
er; it was something like psychedelic 
metal, but it’s not quite as heavy as 
it used to be. I guess you can say we 
play experimental soundscapes.” 


Red Sparowes formed in 2003 as |

bands. Basing their name on a meta- 


phoric sparrow which represents |

' expressionistic cinematic 
resent emotion, then Red Sparowes

For their latest album, The Fear Is 
Excruciating, But Therein Lies the 
\nswer, the band started with a the- 
matic concern: how fear influences 
decisions — whether good or bad. Af- 
ter releasing an €P in this vein, they 
entered the studio to record their 
third album in five years. But with 
this album, the Red Sparowes tried 
to refine their style while also adding 
a new band member to the mix. 

“I think with this record we be- 
came conscious of the soundscapes 
we'd been creating on previous re-

cords, and we really tried to make 
an effort to get the album to flow 
together as a whole — we wanted to 
Create a path of ups and downs and 
put it together so it would cohere,” 
Arahood says. 

According to Arahood, the core 
members of the band are what keep 
their basic sound alive, while the ad- 
dition of new members only adds to 
their musical progression. Arahood 
joined the band in 2004 playing gui- 
tar and keyboards, but they recently 
acquired guitarist Emma Rundel, and 
since then the Red Sparowes have 
become more focused. The band is 
about to start their second North 
American tour within a year before 
going overseas to tour Europe 

“Tthink it's Cliff Meyer [guitar] and 
Greg Burns [bass] that hold the Red 


Sparowes sound together; whether 
or not people have come and gone

Cliché as it has become, the perfect 
soundtrack for this Canadian comic- 
strip collection might be “What a 
Wonderful World”. 

Originally serialized in West- 
ern University’s The Gazette and 
Vancouver's Georgia Straight news- 
paper, Dave Lapp’s cartoon strip 
Children of the Atom could almost 
be described as avant-garde - though 
that might give some a wholly 
inaccurate impression. It’s certainly 
amore plainly philosophical creation 
than, say, Garfield. 

The book’s back cover blurb makes 
a comparison to Samuel Beckett, 
and that's probably accurate: in 
many ways, the adventures of Lapp’s 
Jim-Jam Girl and Franklin Boy echo 
Waiting for Godot. For starters, they 
talk in sometimes highly nonsensical 
language, which in its near-dyslexia 
also evokes Yoda. 

More to the point: like Beckett's 
Vladimir and Estragon, Jim-Jam and

Franklin have only each other in the 
face of a sometimes incomprehen- 
sible, frightening world. Their ex- 
istence is encapsulated in one strip, 
dominated by solid blacks, in which 
Jim-Jam frets their candle will go out 
- and Franklin reassures her. 

The strip's existentialism is also 
conveyed through visual metaphor 
and quasi-aphoristic, po- 
etic language. Some strips are like 
illustrated children’s rhymes, as 
when Jim-Jam and Franklin swap 
heads: “So to look back at me, me 
seeing me through you.”

One of the most touching mo- 
ments is when Jim-Jam tries to kiss 
Franklin, who like a small boy reacts 


with “Ugh!” Not only does it sum up 
their relationship, it hints at deeper 
feelings, left unconsummated. 

Standing entirely on its own, 
Lapp’s handsome pen-and-ink art is 
gorgeous to behold: it’s some of the 
most accomplished strip artwork 
you'll find, with a skill, delicacy, and 
subtlety that compares to the best in 
the format’s history. 

(At least one strip - on the back 
cover, also found on Lapp’s website 
- shows how colour would ruin the 
charm; comparison highlights how 
much better it looks in black and 
white.) 

Lapp’s skills as a draughtsman 
are well demonstrated=by his use 





of perspective, a sometimes highly

EDMONTON AND WINNIPEG 
FESTIVAL EXPERIENCES 
COMPARED

Comparing the Edmonton and Win- 
nipeg Fringe festivals is like compar- 
ing two rival families. There is no 
way I’m going to get out of this with- 
out violating some secret law or in- 
sulting someone’s mom. But having 
been involved in both the Fringes in 
2010 I have seen differences, weird- 
ness and even subtle beauty. Here is 
my take on some of the differences 
between the every growing behe- 
moths, 


LAYOUT 

You can’t beat the Edmonton 
Fringe layout. With a centralized 
feel for all three effects (theatres, 
vendors, buskers) and a trolley that 
takes you right to the grounds, the 
Edmonton Fringe has a heart that 
you can hear beating from all over 
the city. The Winnipeg Fringe, which 
was patterned after the Edmonton 
incarnation, has changed this year 
from the last several. While tickets 
Sales to indoor venues were still solid 
and most venues remained the same, 
the vendors and buskers were forced 
‘o adapt to change. “The Cube” (or 


“that fucking monstrosity” as one 
Winnipeg Fringe tech called it), was 
supposed to act as a patron focusing 
stage for the Market Square fringe 
grounds, but it acted more like a sore 
thumb. It segmented the vendor/ 
busker section and did little to add 
clarity to an already altered layout 
When even the locals are confused, 
you know you are in trouble. 

ou would think it would be hard 
to screw up a beer tent. You sell beer, 
people get drunk, they talk, and you 
do your best to protect them from 
themselves, it’s that simple. But, in 
Winnipeg, they put their tent beside 
The Cube. It's hard to talk shop, or 
anything for that matter, when some- 
one is vomiting Green Day lyrics into 
your ear from ten paces beside you. I 
retreated to The Lion's Head Pub. 


THE SHOWS 

As both are part of the same Fringe 
circuit, most shows are in both cities. 
There is local flavour of course, but 
thankfully there is a great mixture 
of hilarity, pretension, brilliance and 
failure. A suggestion for any future 
Fringe playwrights: a musical about 
a young female clown who loves to 
strip, is sexually attracted to puppets 
and has the world’s largest sword col-

ate and plentiful, the two biggest 
Fringe festivals in Canada have had 
a dual over who is selling more tick- 
ets. This is irrelevant though because

view it. It is a wonderful cacophony 
of the educated, the curious and the 
bewildered. As a side story, I saw the 
Fringe do something wonderful in 
Winnipeg. There was a woman I met 
there who had recently lost a sibling 
and it shook her to her foundations. 
The Winnipeg Fringe, for her, was a 
place to volunteer and get involved 
in something while still being a func- 
tional part of the community. Where 
some people like to go to a Fringe 
show find an hour long reprieve 
from their worries, she went to the 
whole Festival to get away from hers.
